Keep lemons in the house, if 
po.ssible, as they are sure to be in 
(l(Mnand for more pur])oses than one, 
and are very healthy. It is claimed 
where a large quantity of lemons 
are ])urcha8cd, and there is fear of 
their not keeping till wanted for 
use, that if they are placed in a jar 
covered with clear water and the 
water changed each day, they will 
keej) as long as desired, and are as 
fresh when removed from the jar as 
when first purchased. 

Thc^re are few tilings as eflicacions 
lor breaking uj) a cold as hot lemon- 
ade, taken just before bedtime. It 
is best, to render this more effec- 
tive, to bathe the feet of the patient 
in hot v^ater and muHtard just l)efor<' 
retiring, then give hot lemonade to 
drink. Put the patient to bed al- 
most immediately thereafter, there 
to n>main well (iovered until morn- 
ing, when unless there is something 
more serious than a cold, the lat- 
ter will almost wholly have dis- 
appeared. 

To make good lenumade take a 
goblet of hot water, and into it 
K<iueey,e the juice of one g«)od-sized 
lemon, and sweeten to tastt*. This 
makes a strong lemona«le, and may 
not be fancied by some ; but it is 
one of this kind that will do the 
nost good when usetl as a medicine. 
For a cough, roasted or baked le- 
m<ni is good. Put a good-sized le- 
mon in the oven, and let it remain 
until baked, which will be when the 
whole is very soft ; then take out, 
and add aquantity of sugar to make 
it a thick syrup. Take a feaspoon- 
ful of this freijuently, keeping it 
wann, and, unies.s in a very obsti- 
nate ease, it will effect a cure in a 
shorti time. 

The juice of a lemon taken in fhe 
morning while fasting Ih often a 
pnn'entative of those attacks to 
which bilious people are so fre- 
quently subjected. Lenu)n juice 
rubbed over the hands ea<>h night 
Ix'fore retiring will keep them soft 
and white. It is good for removing 
tan, and is a wonderful whitener of 
the skin. 

It is also excellent for taking out 
staiuH from the hands. Women 
who ar(> careful of their complex- 
ions, and are fond of vinegar on 
certain foods, wouhl do well to ust* 
a few drops of lemon juice when 
any acid is desired, as vinegar has 
a bad effect on the skin. 

A piece of lemon bound on a corn, 
changing for a fresh piece each day 
foi three days, is said to loosen the 
corn that it may be easily riMuoved. 
Do not throw away bits of lemon 
from which the juice has been ex- 
tracted, for they are good for clean- 
ing purposes. When the jniee is 
not c<mvenient they are nice to rub 
on the hands to renu)ve any ink 
stain and other discoloratiims. A 
])iece of lemon, dipped in salt and 
rubbed bfiskly over a copper kettle, 
will give it a go(Ml polish. 

Never eat or allow to be *aten 
bits of lemon left standing for any 
length of time, more especially when 
they have so remained in a sick- 
room. Do not throw away any le- 
mon peel, but dry it the oven, and 
keep for flavoring. A bit of this 
dried peel cooked in apple sauce, 
or put in an apple pie, gives a de- 
licious flavor that nothing else im- 
parts. — Home Queen.

From ArchiUcturc and BuUding. 

The following story comes from 
Waterloo, la. : The membei-s of 
the Pivsbjterian church decided to 
erect a new place of worship. 
Stone was scarce; in fact, there 
were no quarries and no rock suit- 
able for building purposes nigh at 
hand. At last tlieir attention was 
called to what was apparently a 
large boulder which stood in the 
middle of a plain about eight miles 
from the town. This huge nuvss of 
rock was like an island in the 
midst of a vaht sea. About 8 feet 
of it projected al)ove ground. The 
work of excavating this gigantic 
boulder was at once begun. When 
exposed to view it was found to he 
28 feet high, 'Mi feet long, and 20 
feet wide. On this monolith the 
workmen began their labors with 
drill, hammer, and dynamite, and 
the enormous rock was converted 
into building stones. The pieces 
were conveyed to the town, and be- 
fore long a wonderful metamor- 
[ihosis was apparent and then this 
giant boulder, after resting nn- 
dislurbe<l for countless years and 
buried by the deposits of agOvS, was 
transformed into a beautiful 
church. In its rough sfat* this 
great rock is estimatcsd to have 
weighed more than 2,500 tons. 

To build a cluirch from material 
t^aken from one boulder certainly is 
surprising, but not so much so as 
to build and complete a large 
wood(>n church from the timber of 
a single tree, no other lumber from 
any source being used, the bnild- 
ing being the largest church ediflce 
in the country. This building is 
situated in Santa Uosa, Cal., and 
was erected for the nu^nbors of the 
Baptist communion of that place. 
The timber was taken from a red- 
wood tree that grow in the luMgh- 
borhood. The interior of the 
church was paneled and finished 
with wood, not a particle of plaster 
or other similar niat<>rial being 
used. The floors, seatings, pulpit, 
roof and rooflng wore all formed 
from material taken from Th(> same 
tre«s and after the building was 
finished in every particular, stnfT 
enough was taken from it to nuinu- 
facture 00,000 shingles, besides a 
large quantity of scantlings, joists 
and other dimension stuflT. 

There is a Presbyterian church 
at Hepburnville, Ph., that was 
built by one man. It is a beauti- 
ful stone strvu'tnre built from great 
boulders taken from Rrobst Moun- 
tain. The name of the man who 
built this church was (Jcorge Tay- 
lor, and he labored at it for more 
than six years, quarrying and cut- 
ting his own stone and putting 
them in place when opportunity 
presented. The l)uilding is ('>()x;is 
feet, with a square tower (>0 feet 
high. Before the church was quite 
fiui.shed Taylor grew ill. His ham- 
mer, chisel, and trowel were laid 
aside, and they wore never again 
taken up by him. In his will it 
was fouiul that he left the church 
and all its belongings to the con- 
gn'gation. There remained a 
small debt, which was partiallv 
wiped out the first Sunday service 
wtvH held in tlie building. A sub- 
scription was raised and a pretty 
memorial wind(<w was erected by 
the congregation in honor of the 
aged and untiring builder.

Prof. Drouot examined the case 
and declares that it is a strange 
and rare tine, but adds that it can 
be <>x plained by the fact that the 
young man was not deaf, only 
dumb. He considers that his 
dumbness was due to part paralysis 
and debility of th«> vocal cords, and 
fhat speech was regained when, 
with the Iftpse of years, the vocal 
organs gained strengtii.— A'^.

If Africa can boast a diamond 
king and America a silver king, 
England has its arsenic king, for 
there lives in Cornwall the represen- 
tative of a company of manufac- 
turers who at times has all the 
arsenic in the world, or most of it, in 
his hand.s. Not many months ago 
this gentleman held £00,000 worih 
of the crystalline HtnfT. England 
has practically the world's rjionopoly 
of arsenic, and England in this case 
means Devon and (Cornwall. 

A year or two ago there were in 
Cornwall plac«^s which were the 
most desolate to look at one could 
imagine. It was as if here and 
thure gigtuTtic monsters had wan- 
tonly devastated the country. All 
around these m(;nstrous rubbish 
heaps was silence. The cottages 
were des<frted, the building had 
fallen in. Nobody ever came 
near. There were the sites of 
abandoned tin mines. Of late, 
however, there has been i change. 
On the mounds have aj)peared men, 
women, and (children, peering, 
groping, pickin)£, piling uji. To 
look at them one would say, glean- 
ers at woi«k. 'J'h«>8e men and 
women are gleaning. Not, indeed, 
for the yellow ears which give 
broad, but for the white stones 
which give poison. They an 
searching the burrows for white 
inundic, technically called mineral 
mispick«!l, or arsenical pyrites. In 
former days this mispiekel went to 
the rut)bish heap. Now it is a 
valuable product. 'I'he gleaners 
are searching for arsenic, the 
wickedest and most infamous of 
mineral poisons. 

The word ars<iiii<- is njii lo till 
the ordinary mind with gloomy 
visions. To the chemist, to the in- 
dustrial, and to the husbandman, 
however, the word has a haj)pier 
sound. In the hands of Fowler it 
became a mediiiine which nas re- 
stored vigor to the bloo<l and coloi 
to the cheeks of thousands of suf- 
ferers. It is alw) the active princi- 
l)le in sheepdip, and a prominent 
inanufacturei whose name is known 
nil over the British empire uses 
over 1,000 tons a year. It is large- 
ly used in analine dyes. It enters 
iuto the composition of certain 
kinds of glass, is mixed with lead 
for making shot, aii<l in form of 
jiaris green, it triumjjhed over the 
pest that was the [ihjlloxera of the 
potato. In the Calstock (lisirict, in 
Devonshire, the various mines — 
the Devon Great Consul's, Holm- 
bush, Okel Tor, Coomberworks, 
Oawton and Westlake — until re- 
cently have been pro<lucing about 
fiOO tons of arsenic a month. 
Arsenic is now worth £23 a ton. A 
few years ago it was worth but .£13. 
'J'he rise in the prif^e is owing to 
the failure In some of the mines. 

Arsenic is soot, white soot; Re- 
fined arsenic is the soot of soot — 
that is to say, it is the soot of 
crude arsenic, which is the soot of 
the ores or of m tin die. The stones 
or ores as they come from the 
mines are crushed by stamps, 
mainly driven by water power, to 
the consistency of sand gravel. 
Mundic is usually lens finely crufih- 
ed than the ores which are to be 
treated for tin. This sand or 
gravel is then shoveled into a kiln 
or furnace. 

"I cvn show you the whole 
pr<»c«'ss of arsenic getting in a few 
minutes," .said Mr. William 
Thomas, of the Camborne School 
of Mines. " It is very simple." 
He prwluced a piece of white mun- 
dic, which we had i)icked up on 
one of the burrows at Dob^jath 
mine, broke off a small piece and 
pounded this into pow<ler with a 
iiammer. He then took a glass 
tube, which was bent at angle of 
sixty degrees. "The part which 
is horizontal," he said, " rejiresents 
the kiln. This gas jot" — we were 
in the laboratr)ry of the Cambf)rne 
School of Mines — " represents the 
furnace, and the i»art of the tube 
which slop«^s upward reprew^nts the 
con'lensintr diambers." 

He then loaded the lower part of 
the tube with some of the crushed 
mundic and held the tube over 
the flame of the gas. Almost im- 
mediat^'ly a bright yellow cloud 
flew up, staining the tube yellow. 

" There goes the sulphur," said 
Mr. Thomas. This was followed 
by white smoke. "That is the 
arsenic," he said. 

As rapidly as it volatilizes, so 
rapidly do<'S it con<lens<'. The ar- 
senic fumes l)egin to deposit their 
sfM>t as soon as they esrjape from 
the jrreat heat of th<' furnace). 
Thi« is crude arsenic. This was to 
l»e seen by this exi»eriinent n\m. 
The white smoke ew.-aping from the 
tubf< d<'posited a trrayish film on 
the interiorof fhe^c'a.sM, which came 
away in powder wht-n the tutie was 
tapped against the palni of the 
hand. 

"That is crude ars«;i.= , -iid 
Mr. Thomas. "To obtain refined 
arsenic of commerce, all y<m would 
have to do would l)e to roast that 
[)Owd<Tagain. Thes«>cond rr>asting 
would free it from any carbon or 
other substanfjes which It may con- 
tain."

"It is the simplc;st thing in the 



piece of arsenic stone," and he pro- 
duced a glittering pebble. " Well, 
with nothing but that stone, the 
kitchen fire and that shovel there, I 
can produce enough arHcnic to kill 
every man, women and child in this 
cottage within a few minutes." So 
he put his piece of whit,*? mundic in 
th(! (ire, and hdd tfi(> shovel over it, 
so that file fi nld strike it as 

they rose, aiiu .. : , true enough, 
after h few minutes, was a deposit 
which when scraped, came away in 
the form of grayish j>owder. 
"That's arsenic," he said ; "would 
you like to taste it?" 

Arsnnic, then, is the soot whi<!h is 
deposited by the fumes which rise 
from the roasting of arsenical ores. 
If these fumes were allowed to 
fs<'ap(! up a long chimney 
direct from the furnace, that 
chimney would soon become chokeil 
with whit<; soot; but much would 
(escape with the rest, and wreak 
devastation abroad. Arsenic fumes 
are very dangerous to vegetation, as 
well as to life, and accoidingly, even 
when this soot had'little or no (!om- 
mercial value, care was taken by 
the manufar^urers to avoid the 
penalties of the alkali and other 
acts, to allow as little arsenie as 
pos^ible to escape with the smok(! 
frou) their furnaces. The smoke 
from the calciners is accordingly 
allowed to escajje onlj' after it has 
deposited every atf)m — as far as this 
is possibh' — of its arsejiic; soot. To 
produce lhis<,fTe<;t it psisscs through 
numerous chambers l)efore it 
rea<!hes the (;hifnney through which 
It issues forth into the open air. 

The number of thcKe chambers 
varies as does also their length. 
Sometimes they extend ovc^r J,pOO 
feet. The series of cdiainbers 
fr)rms one long zig-zag passage, 
broken at< intervals by a wall c-x- 
txiiiding almost its whole width, 
starting now from one side, now 
from the other. Each chamber is 
from five feet to five and one-half 
feet high, and from three to four 
fe( t wide. Entrance i« obt/iinnl)le 
iuto the chamber — for the purpose 
of clearing out the crufle arwnic or 
soot— through an opening in the 
wall, which is (dosed up with an 
iron plate carefully plastered over 
around the edges. Arsenic has a 
great affinity for oxygen, so that 
the slightest crack in the walls will 
s(;rvo for a leakage. Hen- and 
there along a series of flues one 
sees little jets of escaping fum<'8, 
where the ai'senic — as the3' say in

Tlrus in j>rosp«'ct- 
ing for lost arwsnic in the flues of 
Okel Tor there were disriovered in 
various rrracks and crannies up- 
wards of ninety tons of the pre- 
cious scM)t, and afterwanl a further 
300 tons were <lug up from under 
the floor of the chamlier. 

The chandx'rs arc opened at ir- 
regular periods. The crude arsenic 
is taken out by the shovelful and 
lir^aped up in a shed.

The city is one of the oldest in 
the world, but it was not made a 
capital until Kubal Khan, some- 
where ai»out 18H2, fixed liis court 
there. Under the Mongols the 
luune of Peking was Khari-polik, or 
Cit^y of the Khaw, and this title was 
easily converted into Cambaluc, by 
which name it is known in lh(^ 
accounts of those times. 

Peking is divided into two parts. 
The northern porli<m is tlie Tartar 
city, and contains about twelve 
s<)uaie miles; in this are thei)alaces, 
gover-nrnent buildings, troops, and 
and the military l)arTacks. The 
southern par-f is the Chinese city, 
and is moie populous than the Tar- 
tar, less of its space being taken up 
by garilens and puldic buildings. 
The population is estimated at 
difTer-ent figures, but 2,000,000 ap- 
pears to be a fair estimate. 

A wall separates the Tar-tar from 
the Cliinese city, and a wall ot 
varyingheight surrounds the whole, 
that of the Tartar section being 
about, fifty feet high, and then 
around the Chinese section about 
thirty feet high. These walls are 
of brick and stone filled in with 
earth and paved on the tx)p with 
slabs of stone, affording a pro- 
menade twelve feet wide. There 
are sixteen gat<!H in all, and each 
gateway is for-tified with towers of 
stone, and <jther towers ar-e fixed at 
intervals of al)out sixty yards all 
around t,hc walls. These towers 
I)roje(!t lifly feet from the outer 
side of the walls, and those at the 
gateways have in front of them a 
fortificatiorr of a semi-circular 
shape, so that the gate must be en- 
tered from the side and rrot frcjrn 
the fr'ont. 

The Tartar <Mty is <livide<l into 
three indosures, each being sur- 
witli its own wall, and each insichf 
of another. The iririermosi of these 
is the prohibited city, and contains 
the imperial i)alaces and offices 
Its circumference is nearly two 
miles; the wall is covered with im- 
perial-y<!llow tilei*, which look 
hrilliant fr-om a distance. Tim in- 
ciosnre nc^xt outside of this is oc- 
cupied iry the government offb^es 
and by tlie army appointed to keep 
guard over the emperor and his 
family.

In the hot flue the car- 
br>n, flue dust, jand other extraneous 
matter deposit, whilst in the zig-zag 
chamlrers what is practically pure 
arseiiioiis anhydride eondcmses 
from the fumes. The ar.senic is then 
taken tf) the milling room, where 
with an onlinaiy flour mill, it is 
groirnd into fine powder and dis- 
charged direct into barrels, in 
which, by an ingenious airtomatic 
contiiv.tnce, it is tightly packer! —
